Thereafter, the Commission 
shall, for the purpose of recommending candidates 
against unreserved vacancies, fix a qualifying 
mark (hereinafter referred to as general qualifying 
standard) with reference to the number of unreser¬ 
ved vacancies to be filled up on the basis of the 
examination.

(2) While making service allocation, the candi¬ 
dates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes or Backward Classes- recommended 
against unreserved vacancies may b.e adjusted 
against reserved vacancies by the Government if by 
this process they get a service of higher choice in 
the order of their preference. 

(3) The Commission may further IcWer the 
qualifying standards to take care of any shortfall
